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Council Refuses 
Girls Home License 

Rejection Based on Lack 
Of Group’s Organization 


Float Theme Contest

Plans for the Theme Contest which will be conducted by the 
Sierra Madre Float Association from Sept. 6 through Oct. 3 were 
completed at the August meeting of the association held at 
City Hall. The 1956 Parade, under auspices of the Tournament of 
Roses Association, will have as its theme, “Pages From the Ages.” 

There is no limit to the num¬ 
ber of suggestions one person 
can submit. On Sept. 6, ballot- 
type boxes in which sugges¬ 
tions can be deposited will be 
placed in each of four food 
markets in Sierra Madre—Dick¬ 
son’s, Roberts, Roess’, Safeway 
and at the Shopping Bag in the 
Hastings Ranch area and at the 
office of The News. 

The winning prize will be 
presented to the person sub¬ 
mitting the theme chosen as 
the best adaptable to a suitable 
design which can be construct¬ 
ed at a feasible cost. Prize will 
be a pair Of the coveted Rose 
Bowl football tickets. 

Dates for the Rose Day Sales 
have been set for Friday eve¬ 
ning, Dec. 2, and Saturday, Dec. 

3. On Saturday night, Dec. 3, 
the association will sponsor a 
dance at which time the win¬ 
ner of the theme contest will 
be announced. 

A committee composed of 
Burton Cousens, Jack Dewar 
and Bill Jack was appointed to 
investigate the availability of 
float carriers and the cost, as 
compared to the cost of a car¬ 
rier built by volunteers in Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

In the meantime, President 
Johnston suggests that if you 
wish to send a contribution to 
the float fund, R. C Lewis of 
the Bank of Sierra Madre will, 
as in years past, accept the do¬ 
nation. 

Sierra Madre first participat¬ 
ed in the Tournament of Roses 
Parade in 1917 and has entered 
24 times with the high record 
of 15 winners out of 24.

The City Council last Monday night denied the application 
of Bethany Home for Girls, Inc., to use the old children's home 
at 72 W. Alegria as a haven for teen-age girls unable for various 
reasons to live at home. The non-profit corporation five weeks 
ago applied for the necessary business license to operate the 
home here, and almost immediately the request developed into 
a storm center of protest and controversy. 

Council’s decision was based 
primarily on the Bethany 
group’s present inability to se¬ 
cure the sanction of the State 
Welfare Board. Additionally, 
some Council members felt that 
trained, expert guidance of 
young people was not available 
in the present organization; 
that a single family zone was 
unsuitable for a home accom¬ 
modating more than 20 per¬ 
sons, and the corporation’s av¬ 
erage monthly income of $812.- 
84 did not guarantee successful 
operation of a project requir¬ 
ing eight employees. 

Dr. Robert N. Schaper, pas¬ 
tor of Bethany Church here, 
suggested a compromise be¬ 
tween the opposing forces, urg¬ 
ing the Council to grant a tem¬ 
porary license for one or two 
months. In the interim, he said, 
it was possible the group could 
straighten out their organiza¬ 
tional and financial difficulties 
and gain the approval of the 
Department of Social Welfare. 

Schaper pointed out that the 
group has no intrinsic relation¬ 
ship with his church, although 
some of its members have been 
attending Bethany services dur¬ 
ing the past year. 

“But they are investing their 
lives in this endeavor,” he said, 
"and they will try with every 
ounce of blood in their bodies 
to obtain State approval. But 
they cannot get it overnight. 
As yet there is no physical 
property for the State to inves¬ 
tigate.” 

Councilman David Wood ob¬ 
jected to the lack of “provision 
for a director of adequate ma¬ 
turity and experience,” also 
saying that the governing 
board and advisory board were 
not separate from the operating 
staff, as required by the Wel¬ 
fare Department. 

The 1938 zoning ordinance 
was cited by Councilman Lome 
Pratt as proof of the illegality 
of maintaining this home in a 
single family zone. Even if the 
State eventually did approve 
the organization, he said, its 
locality was not in the citizens’ 
best interests. 

Councilman Harold Roberts 
questioned the financial and 
business efficiency of the cor¬ 
poration, and felt that “this 
group of high minded people 
may not be able to accomplish 
that which they have set out 
to do.” 

Mrs. Catherine Higgins, di¬ 
rector of the Plaza Community 
Center which sponsored the 
original Alegria home for chil¬ 
dren, told the Council there 
was no basis for anxiety re¬ 
garding the new association’s 
financial stability. In every 
way, she said, the home would 
be an asset to Sierra Madre. 

In a typed report to the 
Council, City Administrator 
Bevington pointed out that 
State approval had been sought 
by the Bethany group for the 
past year, but still was not 
given because of insufficient 
information. He reported the 
articles of incorporation had 
been amended in response to a 
State request. Objectives now 
were “to establish and main¬ 
tain a Christian home for neg¬ 
lected and dependent girls from 
the ages of 14 to 20.” 

Previously the group affirmed 
its purpose to be “establishing 
and maintaining a home for 
girls seeking employment.” 

Protests against the home 
were . expressed from the audi¬ 
ence by J. A. Dewar, represent¬ 
ing a group of citizens in 
southeastern Sierra Madre. Fos¬ 
ter Buckner, attorney, who also 
spoke in protest at the last 
Council meeting, drew Council’s 
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The Sierra Madre chapter of 
the American National Red 
Cross is issuing an appeal this 
week to all Sierra Madreans for 
their voluntary contributions to 
the Disaster Relief Fund Drive 
on behalf of the six areas 
stricken by floods on the East 
Coast. 

The local campaign, headed 
by Col. Charles E. Morrison, 
disaster chairman, is being as¬ 
sisted by Mrs. Leo H. Meyer 
and Mrs. Paul Burton. It will 
be extended through the early 
part of next week. 

Although no general house- 
to-house campaign can be ex¬ 
pected, members of the local 
Red Cross acp going through 
the chapter’s files with the 
help of Secretary Florence 
Peterson to determine previous 
contributors who have given 
more than average amounts. 
This list will be the guide by 
which Mrs. Burton and Mrs. 
Meyer will make their house- 
to-house calls on a limited 
scale. 

Reports from the local Red 
Cross chapter indicate that the 
national organization is operat¬ 
ing 107 shelters and feeding 
approximately 12,000 homeless 
people in the stricken areas, as 
well as providing clothing to 
many. Assisting in the opera¬ 
tion are more than 400 nurses 
and 150 physicians who have 
volunteered their services. 

The Red Cross contribution 
alone is expected to exceed 
$ 8 , 000 , 000 . 

Sierra Madreans are asked to 
mail their contributions to the 
local Red Cross chapter at 41 
S. Baldwin Ave., or to telephone 
CUster 5-0745 between 10 a.m. 
and 12 noon; 1 p.m. and 3 p.m. 
Mrs. Peterson also has listed 
her home telephone number, 
CUster 5-1266, which she says 
may be used outside those 
hours. 

The chapter is so eager to 
collect on behalf of the flood 
relief areas that its members 
will respond to calls by going 
out to pick up the contributions 
offered by telephone.

Long Service 


Arthur H. Embree, who is the 
assistant postmaster for Sierra 
Madre’s branch of the United 
States Post Office until his of¬ 
ficial retirement Sept. 30, was 
honored Tuesday evening at a 
supper party in City Park spon¬ 
sored by all local post office 
employees, including Postmas¬ 
ter Charles E. Louk and Frank 
Huber, secretary of the Califor¬ 
nia chapter of the national 
association of supervisors in 
the United States Post Office 
System. 

After Huber’s speech, related 
to the 30 years of faithful serv¬ 
ice performed by Embree and 
also describing the benefits of 
the national association, the 
townsfolk and families and the 
men and women who had 
worked as employees with As¬ 
sistant Postmaster Embree

The citizens of Sierra Madre 
should indeed be grateful to 
you for the splendid work you 
are doing in bringing to them 
the true picture of Sierra Madre 
schools, and what should be 
done to restore them to their 
former high standing. After 
your paper came out last 
Thursday, Aug. 25, in which 
you ran the story of The Civic 
Affairs Association and its rec¬ 
ommendation to the Board of 
Education that it resubmit its 
tax increase proposal to the 
voters of Sierra Madre, which 
the Board voted to authorize 
next Jan. 31, I had among 
others, a caller at my office 
who expressed great surprise. 

The visitor could not under¬ 
stand why I, a real estate 
broker, should be willing to ac¬ 
tively engage in any move¬ 
ment designed to raise taxes. 
I should like to write the gist 
of my reply to this comment, 
feeling that many others would 
be interested in hearing it. 

To be sure, as a real estate 
broker, I have brought many 
new families to Sierra Madre. 
I dislike high taxes. I dislike 
the necessity of Sierra Madre’s 
needing to raise taxes one cent 
above their present level. R ut 
there are things that I dislike 
infinitely more than having to 
pay a few more dollars in 
taxes, and the one thing in 
particular that I refer to is the 
present substandard character 
of Sierra Madre’s public schools, 
for which I must apologize to 
prospective new residents. 

I would a hundred times over 
rather say to the prospective 
Sierra Madre resident that our 
public schools are second to 
none, and our taxes are no 
higher than in similar cities 
about us, than to say or have 
to admit that our schools are 
woefully below the standards 
maintained in the schools of 
neighboring cities, even though 
our taxes are a few dollars low¬ 
er here on similar homes else¬ 
where. This we should not lose 
sight of: that education — in¬ 
cluding the hiring of teachers, 
purchase of desks, chairs and 
books — cannot reasonably be 
purchased any cheaper in Si¬ 
erra Madre than anywhere else. 
Yet for the past 10 years (the 
only figdres I have personally 
at hand) the per pupil cost of 
public education in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre has been substantially be¬ 
low the county average, and 
farther still below the average 
of our neighboring cities in San 
Gabriel Valley. 

Rising schools costs, keeping 
pace with rising costs in every 
other field of enterprise and 
endeavor, and sharply rising 
school enrollment, have at last 
forced the local Board of Edu¬ 
cation to take drastic steps to 
maintain basic education in our 
public schools, this at the ex¬ 
pense of a music instructor and 
department, a bus for trans¬ 
portation, the school cafeteria, 
badly needed building repairs 
and deserved raises in teachers' 
pay- 

These drastic cuts have been 
necessary because the citizens 
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of Sierra Madre failed to ap¬ 
prove the recent school tax in¬ 
crease proposal. 

The present substandard con¬ 
dition of our public schools is 
already causing home buyers 
to choose neighboring cities in 
preference to Sierra Madre. The 
voters here must be given a 
chance to reconsider this pro¬ 
posal. 

And what if it is not approv¬ 
ed on next Jan 31? Simply 
this: Sierra Madre will lose, 
almost beyond recall, its former 
proud and high standing as a 
class A residential city. May 
God forbid that this could ever 
happen! 

1 have firm faith that the 
voters of Sierra Madre, proper¬ 
ly informed, will rally to the 
support of their public schools 
in sufficient numbers to save 
them.

Dear Sirs: 

I wish to register my im¬ 
pressions following the hearing 
before the City Council in re¬ 
gard to the business permit for 
the Bethany Home for Girls. 

I wish to congratulate the 
Council for what I consider to 
be their genuine interest in the 
integrity of all institutions op¬ 
erating in our city. I especially 
feel that Mayor James conduct¬ 
ed affairs in a most orderly 
and impartial manner. Basic¬ 
ally, I feel that there was one 
issue that decided the Council. 
This was that the girls who or¬ 
ganized the structure of the 
home had not proceeded far 
enough during the time since 
their incorporation to warrant 
the Council to grant a license. 

I had hoped that the Council 
might see fit to keep the door 
open on a temporary basis to 
give the organization time to 
prove itself. However, this was 
not seen as feasible. 

There is one factor in this 
whole problem that bothers me 
greatly. I have a feeling, and 
this was borne out in various 
statements both in and out of 
the Council chambers, that the 
real issue to many was not the 
competency of the staff nor the 
adequacy of the facilities, but 
the plain fact that this was a 
“home,” and that Sierra Madre 
is no place for any home of 
this type. 

I do hope that the City Coun¬ 
cil will realize that the “inter¬ 
ests" of the people are not al¬ 
ways the "best interests” of the 
people. I personally feel that 
this was tragically shown in 
the recent school tax question. 

I am proud of Sierra Madre 
and its homes, but I shudder to 
think of the eventual condition 
of a city that feels there is no 
spot of ground within its limits 
that could be considered suit¬ 
able for some humanitarian 
project. 

I was, and am convinced that 
there is nothing about the loca¬ 
tion of the proposed home that 
should mitigate against its 
usage for such a project. I 
urge both Council and populus 
to continue to consider care¬ 
fully the qualifications of pro¬ 
posed institutions but not to 
close fast both heart and mind 
to the need of our city to as¬ 
sume a proper responsibility to 
those whose lives might be des¬ 
tined to tragedy and ruin with¬ 
out our help.

The terrible floods in the 
East have brought ringing dec¬ 
larations from the President 
and a lot of Congressmen that 
something must be done about 
flood control. That’s fine, but 
the long-suffering and much- 
forgiving public might be 
mean enough to point out that 


if Army Engineer recommenda¬ 
tions had been followed, flood 
control work would have been 
done BEFORE there was dis¬ 
aster. I don’t know about the 
East; but I know that before 
the floods of 1928—I think that 
was the year—the Army En¬ 
gineers had made plans for 
flood control which would have 
averted the Lytle Creek-Santa 
Ana Rivet* disaster which took 
a number of lives and did $60,- 
000,000 damage, but the Con¬ 
gressmen said no, no, we must 
save the taxpayers’ money. 
After that flood—the same 
time First Water camp and 
Roberts camp were washed out 
here, as I recall it—the Army 
Engineers were authorized to 
spend $8,000,000 on control 
work in Lytle Creek which has 
prevented any serious damage 
there since. And I recall that 
our own Tom Henderson as 
well as Harry Grace, Bill Men¬ 
denhall, Harold Strange and 
others in our Forestry Service 
pointed out fire and floor dan¬ 


gers here 15 years ago, but 
nothing was done until AFTER 
our fire and flood of 18 months 


Incidentally, John Page of Si¬ 
erra Madre has resigned from 
our Forest Service because he 
couldn’t support his family on 
the Forest Service salary. 
After nine years of service in 
work he loved and had learned 
to do well, he felt he had to 
give it up for his family’s sake. 
Jack’s salary was less than 
one-sixth that of a Congress¬ 
man. I should think every Con¬ 
gressman who voted himself a 
salary boost of 50 per cent not 
long ago would blush every 
time he met one of the really 
underpaid Federal workers, who 
got only a very small salary 
boost and then had some of his 
fringe benefits cut off, so that 
actually most California Forest 
Service men are worse off than 
they were before. You have to 
know a lot to be a Forest Ran¬ 
ger, and have to keep learning 
a lot. Nowadays the only good 
jobs for which one doesn’t have 
to have education and special 
training are those to which 
persons are elected. They don’t 
have to have anything except 
ability to get votes, no matter 
how. What we need is poli¬ 


ticians with enough vision to 
avert disasters instead of giv¬ 
ing us a lot of sympathy after 
they occur.

Ask for 
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July Employment 
Highest Reorded 

The highest July employment 
on record despite a temporary 
rise in unemployment was re¬ 
ported today in a joint state¬ 
ment released by the Depart¬ 
ment of Employment and the 
Department of Industrial Re¬ 
lations. 

H. W. Stewart, Director of the 
Department of Employment, 
announced that the unemploy¬ 
ed total increased to 172,000 in 
July from 166,000 in June. He 
attributed the rise to late crops 
which affected both agriculture 
and canning, the entrance of 
recent graduates into the labor 
market, and the usual vaca¬ 
tion-time layoff of school em¬ 
ployees. 

Ernest B. Webb, Director of 
the Department of Industrial 
Relations, reported that civilian 
employment in the state to¬ 
taled 5,164,000, the highest fig¬ 
ure for July in history. The 
July figure was 12,000 belovj 
the June total, reflecting the 
late season in agriculture and 
end-of-term layoffs in schools. 

Aside from agriculture and 
education, all industries report¬ 
ed increased employment in 
July. 

Mr. Stewart stated that the 
June-July increase of 6,000 un¬ 
employed this year compares 
with a drop of 5,000 in 1954 
when harvesting followed the 
usual seasonal pattern. Total 
unemployment this July, how¬ 
ever, is 64,000, or 27 per cent 
below a year ago. In July, 1955, 
unemployment was 3.2 per cent 
of the labor force compared 
with 4.5 per cent a year ago. 

Mr. Webb pointed out that 
employment was higher than 
ever before in the construc¬ 
tion, finance and service in¬ 
dustries.

“Resolute,” a 43-foot ketch.

One of the highlights of the 
cruise came when the girls 
were guests at Camp Cherry 
Valley Boy Scouts Campfire 
and Order of the Arrow Cere¬ 
mony. The boys returned the 
Mariners to their ship in Indian 
War Canoes at midnight a very 
unexpected and exciting addi¬ 
tion to their trip. 

The crew on board the "Reso¬ 
lute” included Captain Fabian, 
Skipper “Mama Pete,” and crew, 
Muriel Peterson, Sally Lauder,

He drew a line 
around it with chalk and then 
snipped the braids off, presto!

BIRDS OF PARADISE AND 

OTHER EXOTIC TROPICALS 

For a breath of nether re¬ 
gions—far-away jungles, pur¬ 
ple plains, verdant hills—in 
your California garden, there 
are a number of exotic tropi¬ 
cals that will lend such an at¬ 
mosphere. 

Bird of Pasadise is just such 
a tropical. Strelitzia nicolai 
and Strelitzia reginae with 
their bird-like flowers are the 
varieties the California Associ- 
tion of Nurserymen recom¬ 
mend for such a garden plant¬ 
ing. The nicolai, called the 
Giant Bird of Paradise, is a pe¬ 
rennial plant reaching 30 feet 
and features white and blue 
flowers spaced intermittently 
among the gray-green leaves 
of the many-stalked plant. Re¬ 
ginae is trunkless and grows 
to five feet. It features spec¬ 
tacular and long-lasting flow¬ 
ers of orange, blue and white 
which bloom throughout the 
year, perhaps the best in the 
cool season. 

Give the Strelitzias full sun 
in coastal areas, light shade 
inland, a well-fertilized rich 
soil and occasional applications 
of acid-base fertilizer or iron 
sulfate. 

Shell Flower or Porcelain 
Ginger is the enticing name of 
another ovely tropical also 
known as the Alpinia speciosa. 
A tropical herb it grows to 
eight feet and can be distin¬ 
guished by its reddish leaf 
sheaths which turn maroon at 
maturity.

The Hairy Tarantula 

By ROY O. GILBERT, M.D. 

Los Angeles County 
Health Officer 

The presence of an unusual¬ 
ly large number of tarantula 
spiders was recently reported 
in the San Fernando District of 
Los Angeles County. Already 
many have been killed, because 
the superstitions surrounding 
the tarantula make it as feared 
as the poisonous black widow. 
Nonetheless, although the ta¬ 
rantula may look formidable 
to many alarmed individuals, 
experts from the Entomology 
Department of the Los Angeles 
County Museum declare that 
the bite of a tarantula is no 
more dangerous than a bee 
sting an' 1 is considerably less 
painful. Nor are they, in ex¬ 
pert opinion, any more abun¬ 
dant than usual. 

The retiring, shy and soli¬ 
tary tarantula is sadly malign¬ 
ed. Century-old tales that its 
bite causes death or madness 
still color the thoughts and ac¬ 
tions of many people. Like all 
spiders, with the exception of 
the black widow, it is actually 
good to have around since it 
destroys many harmful insects. 
As a matter of fact, tarantulas 
were often the only pets of 
Southwest Indian boys in days 
gone by. 

Although not as common as 
other members of the spider 
family, tarantulas always have 
inhabited Los Angeles County. 
Nocturnal in habit, they wan¬ 
der around in the evening or 
after dark although a few may 
be seen during the daylight 
hours. 

From the month of August 
through October tarantulas al¬ 
ways seem more plentiful, for 
this is the time that most of 
them leave their burrows and 
start out over the countryside 
looking for a mate. Although 
both male and female take to 
the open, they are habitually 
solitary and are most generally 
seen alone. Actually there 
aren’t any more tarantulas 
around than usual, but as peo¬ 
ple move out to areas formerly 
sparsely settled, more of them 
are observed. In short, people 
are moving out to where the 
tarantulas always were.
